I cannot begin to describe what an ordeal 
it has been and is now, as it reaches the worst of the last-minute avalanche 
of work while confronting the india-Pakistan situation, the infuriating and 
relentless nutual insults of the Chinese and the Hussians, the need to 
find a now Secretary-General, and the over-worse financial crisis. 

I aa working under brutal pressure, nights and weekends included, and 
have not been able to shake off recurrent attacks of bronchitis and 
astthaa. 

lour trip seems to have been very productive and interesting and 
I feel sure it was also exxhausting. I am typing this at 6:45 a.m. and 
had better dress now and get started for the office, where I have meetings 
to attend at 10, 3, and 8 oSclock, with about a week of desk-work to squeeze 
in between meetings. Best, as always.
